‘In addition 
farmers have had to 
face national and

FARM DEBT 
GROWS 

Real farm debt in 
Ontario grew by over 


100‘. from 1962 to 
1984. with the net 
farm income

A study by the 
Farm Credit Corpo- 
ration in 1984 reve- 
aled that about 1/3-0f 
farms are debt free.

A great many 
Canadians will be 
affected st a tax 
increase which will 
go into effect on July 
1 of this year. It is a 
three-per-cent surtax 
on federal personal 
income taxes. 

However, that 
surtax isn't quite as 
bad as it sounds, 
especially for Cana- 
dians who are in a 
low fedefal tax 
bracket. Because a 
surtax is a tax on tax, 
the end effect is that 
individuals in a low 
tax’ bracket will pay 


less » surtax than 
Hie in a high tax 

racket. For 
instance, if an indivi- 
dual has a taxable 
income of less than 
$20,000. the maxi- 
mum federal rate of 
tax that person faces 
is 23 per cent. The 
three-per-cent surtax 
will only add an addi- 
tional .69 per cent to 
that top federal tax 
rate. It would come 
to only a few dollars a 
year. 


The surtax strikes 
more severely at 
Canadians in higher 
tax. brackets, of 
course.

Surveys carried 
out in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta show 
that most farmers do 
not wear adequate 
protective  equip- 
ment.

No ‘deep. water’ 
forms in the North 
Pacific, although this 
henomenon is seen 
in the North Atlantic 
where the surface 
water cools in winter. 
Cooler water has a 
higher density than 
warm water, and so 
eventually this 
surface water cools 
so much that its 


- density is greater 


than the water 
beneath it, and it 
sinks. The cool water 
then spreads south 
until it meets another 
mass of cold water in 
the latitude of 
Bermuda that has 
Hee north from 
the Atlantic. The 
uestion is, ‘Why 
oesn't the same 
rocess occur in. the 
North Pacific?‘ 
These two observa- 
tions - no deep water 
formation and less 
salty¢surface water 
in the Pacific - are 
closely related. 
Water becomes more 
dense, not only when 
it is cooled, but also 
as it becomes saltier. 
Thus, in the North 
-Pacific the water is 
so fresh, relatively 


- speaking, that 


however much it 
cools, it never 
becomes denser than 
the saltier water 
beneath it. There- 
fore, it can never sink 
below the water that 
lies underneath. 

The obvious 
conclusion would 
seem to be that the 
North Pacific Otean 
must be fed with 
more fresh water 
from rivers than the 
North Atlantic.

By 1860 
Swan had produced a 
carbon filament 
lamp. but vacuum 
technology was not 
sufficiently deve- 
loped to produce a

The next develop- 
ment in the carbon 
lamp actually took 
place in Canada and 
is described in ar 
article in the maga- 
zine.

besides the quality of 
management, when 
it comes to investing 
in a company. 

Your first step 
should be to select an 
industry sector which 
you'd like to invest 
in 


Let’s suppose you 
decide on the food 
sector. One of its 
attractions is that it’s 
virtually recession- 
proof. People have to 
eat. 

Now it is a matter 
of selecting a 
company within the 
food sector which has 
top-quality manage- 
ment, few if any 
labor disruptions and 
a solid financial’ 
performance. You 
also will want to find 
out if a particular 
company in innoya- 
tive, growth-oriented 
and vigorously 


competitive within 
the industry. 

If are satisfied 
by the answers you 
get to these and other 
questions, you prob- 
ably will invest 7 ae 
company’s stock. In 
all likelihood the 
company you have 
selected will be one of 
the major firms in 
the industry. 

But don't put all 
your investment 
money in a single 
company - or, for that 
matter, in a single 
industry sector. You 
should diversify your 
investments. In other 
words, spread your 
risk. 

Many novice inves- 
tors become 
entranced with so- 
called glamor stocks. 
These are the shares 
of new or relatively 
new companies 
which have enjoyed a 
spectacular growth 
in the price of their 
shares over a short- 
term. Some of these 
firms may eventually 
become solid perfor- 
mers but many 
others will go into a 
tailspin. 

Even a_ good 
number of major, 
well-established 
companies in certain 
industries experience 
sharp declines in the 
value of their shares. 
This usually occurs 
in times of economic 


North Pacific colder 


Surprisingly, this is 
not the case. It is the 
Atlantic, in fact, that 
receives more river 
water. The essential 
difference between 
the two oceans is that 
water evaporates 
more quickly in the 
North Atlantic than 
the North Pacific.

trend toward 
saltiness. 

A second factor, 
and one almost 


spreading of cool. 
water to the south 
inevitably causes 
warm subtropical 
water to travel north. 


It is clear that an 
understanding of 
what looks at first

requires a detailed 
understanding of the 
very complicated 
factors which influ- 
ence both wind and 
ocean flow on this 
planet. Even today, 
these factors are not 
at all well 
understood. 


For example, the 
forestry industry is 
very vulnerable to 
boom-and-bust 
cycles.
